U'mpXid to arrest the alleged bomb- 
thrower, he drew a navy revolver and 
shrieked in German: 
"If I have to die, 


you'll ilie, too." 


Schutler rushed upon his would-be 


murderer and a life and death struggle 
ensued. The men rolled over and over, 
upsetting tables and chairs. 
Officer 


LoweiiNtein, who had remained outside 
to guard the exits, burst open the front 
door and hurried to his comrade's as- 
siilance. The weapon was then taken 
nway from Lingy, and the prisoner hur- 
ried to tlie East Chicago Avenue station. 


"1 wouldn't care what they did with 


me if I had only killed those two 
offl- 


crrs," he said, as he was being driven 
to a-cell. "I tried to shoot them, and I 
am sorry I didn't succeed." 


When the pollen were raiding the dens 


of Anarchists la,-t week they visited 
Lingy's boarding-house, and found three 
dynamite 
bombs similar to the one 


thrown daring the hay-market 
riot. 


These bombs, It Is claimed, were made 
by Lingy, who has taken an active part in 
all Socialistic meetings held in this city 
during the pust year. When the police 
searched his boarding-house "Lingy was 
absent. The 
owner 
of the 
house, 


who was taken 
Into 
custody, 
but 


subsequently released on Information he 
gave to the police, declared that Lingy 
hull not been in his room since the night 
of the explosion. Lust Monday the police 
learned that Lingy was hiding in thehou.se 
of a friend on Ambrose street, and, after 
vising nearly all of the residences on the 
thoroughfare named, found the Anarchist. 
Lingy was born in Germany and is about 
twenty-two years of age.

DAMAGE WEST OF DECATUR. 


The Storm of Yesterday—Work ot the Hall 


and Wind. 


The dark, greenith lined clouds that 


turned day into night between three and 
four o'clock yesterday afternoon, com- 
pelling merchants to light the gas, caused 
considerable anxiety and no little alarm 
in Deoatnr. Remembering the fate of 
Xenia, Odell, Kansas Oity and other 
p-intg, the people had good cause for 
fear of a tornado or cyclone. The clouds 
rolled up from the northwest quite rap- 
idly, and as the darkness increased hus- 
bands and fathers hurried to their homes, 
ladies down town shopping hastened to 
places of safety, and teamsters got off the 
streets. A strong wind was expected but 
it did not appear, greatly to the relief of 
the people; but when the clouiis were 
over the oity the rain commenced fulling 
and it came down in torrents, turning the 
streets and branches into rivois and 
choking up the sewers, the water doing 
more less damage about the city to weak 
culverts and recent excavations. There 
was no bail in Decatur, but there was 
enough lightning to make the storm in- 
teresting for nervous people. 


DAMAGE WBST OF DEOATUR. 


Four and five miles west of Decatnr 


the storm was of considerable severity, 
and did much damage. The storm was a 
tornado in that direction, and was com- 
ing toward Decatur from the west direct 
when (or some unknown cause it divided 
and fortunately gave the oity the go-by. 


At Samuel Leonard's place the storm 


ot hail broke all the windows on the west 
side of hie house, letting in a deluge cf 
rain, doing much damage. Trees were 
blown down and the top of the well was 
wrecked. 


The farm of M. 0. Glasgow WHS in the 


track of the tornado. The west windows 
of hit tine dwelling were broken by the 
hail, and his barn was partly unroofed. 


'Squire Williamson, the colored farmer, 


had a number of trees blown down on 
his place. 


At the J. H. Constant plnce ('he W} kle 


farm) apple and forest trees were blown 
down, and a half-dozen gaps iu a 30 jear 
old rail fence were tom out. At this point 
the tornado seemed to weaken and di- 
vide, going ih a southerly diieotion. 


At Daniel Layton's place a large hick- 


ory tree was wrecked. 


Robert Priddy had seven trees in hia 


orchard wrecked and pan of the farm 
fence was blown sway. 


Jacob Constant and hia son, J. H , were 


in Decitur while the tornndo was raging 
about their home, doing west iu the 
rain they noticed no high wiud until they 
got to the Wykle place. 


AT BBABSDALE 


The tornado did much damage to trees, 


fences and barns near BearsJale, five 
miles northwest of Deoatnr. The roof of 
Wm. Kaylor's dwelling was torn oil, and 
tne barns ot Jacob Kaylor, Samuel Sites 
and other farmers were unrooted. The 
H, H. Lehew orchard was almost entirely 
demolished. The storm caused general 
fright. There WHS some bail. 


HIGH WATEB. 


Tbe San gam on is away out of its banfea 


from bluff to bluff, rising rapidly since 
daylight. The river rote over a foot this 
forenoon within three bourn, and StevmiR 
creek is a raging torrent. 


A rumor reached Decatur last night 


that the storm had done great damage at 
Taylorville. 
Reliable reports give tlie 


information that theie was n high wind 
there; that the Wabaah dtp-it building 
was partly unroofed; that tbe scaffolding 
around the water works atamlpipe iu 
course of erection was blown down, fall- 
ing on Dr. Pratt's residence, doing much 
damage; that many trees and fences vrere 
blown down, and that there was general 
fright, but no lives lost and no one hurt. 
The children were Bent home from the 
ochools.

A Sensational Addnxa. 


Lawyer Burnett, a'venerable citizen of

sation made some startling declarations 
in connection with the celebrated Emma 
Bond alleged outrage case. 
He holds 


that the great mystery is nothing more 
nor less than a damnable deception, and 
he is now preparing an extended address 
cm the case, which will soon be published. 
Mr. Burnett says the address will shook 
the world. He expects to be criticised, 
but while be will present cold fsote, re- 
view the alleged evidence against John 
Montgomery, Lee Pettus and dementi, 
and give bis own impartial conclusions, 
he invites thorough investigation, to sus- 
tain his theory of the alleged crime. He 
holds that the parties arrested and tried 
for the crime are as innocent as unborn 
babes, and boldly asserts that the decep- 
tion lies in the alleged fact that the story 
ot the outrage was given out to shield 
the guilty party, who is a member of a 
well-known secret order. His theory is 
that Miss Bond was betrayed, and that 
an abortion was produced to shield her 
betrayer, who has since left Grove City 
and cannot be located. He says that 
while Montgomery and Clementi and 
Pettus were being dragged from the jail 
at Taylorville by the mob, there were 
men in the crowd crying "hang them!" 
"hang them!' who knew that they were 
innocent of the terrible charge made 
against them. At the trial Mr. Burnett 
alleges thai the same secret order influ- 
ence was at work, and every attempt was 
made to convict the parties, Imt without 
success. 
Miss Bond is still in poor 


health. Mr. Burnett states that the in- 
juries iu the ted upon her were done with 
surgical instruments. 
It took her ten 


hours to reach her home after leaving the 
school house; it was 46 hours later be- 
fore she was attended by a doctor. The 
public will be anxious to read Mr. Bur- 
nett's copious notes and address,

was a constant attendant at the trials, 
and has watched the cose closely from 
the start.

THIRTY-ONE) YHARS AOO. 


Not long since a gentleman who hM 


lived in Deoatur a great many yean 
found a letter, written by himself to his 
friends in the East, and'which long after- 
wards came into hia possession. 
The 


letter is dated at Deoatur, May 16,1S66— 
thirty-one years ago to-morrow—and it is 
chiefly interesting now as a reminder of 
what Deoatur and Maoon county seemed 
to offer to the young man of that day, 
what people bad to pay tor country pro- 
duce, what kind of weather they had, 
their social enjoyments, etc. The writer 
says: 


We are having a beautiful spring—most de- 


lightful weather all the time. The farmers 
complain about its being too cold for tho fast 
advancement of vegetation, which is quite 
probable, for we have had several hard f ronu 
within this month, to the injury of tho gar- 
dene and fruit trees. The wheat crop looks 
finely this spring, and If no accident occurs to 
'it there will be twice the amount of wheat 
raised this season that there has been In any 
previous one In Illinois. Flour Is selling at 
$10 per barrel, wheat (1.60 per bushel, pota- 
toes J2.UO, butter 3D cents, eggs IB cents, corn 
50 cents, oats 40 cents. There will be an 
abundance of everything raited this year If 
we have a good season, and I think the pros- 
pect IB a fair one. Provisions are very scarce 
and dear here, »e well as In New England, 
though wo don't feel the scarcity so much, as 
there are out very few poor poopie, and a 
plenty of work for all who are disposed to do 
It. This is far the best country for the poor 
man. 
Anybody with the ambition of a snail 


can gain a livelihood and lay up money bo- 
sides. There Is room In this very county for 
ten thousand poor folks, all of whom could 
obtain a good living, if they had good aenso 
and a disposition to labor. 


The letter does not contain much else 


ot local interest now, except the mention 
ot a ball on the evening of May 1, at Tay- 
lor's Hotel, (what recollections come to 
the old settler at mention of the name) 
and the writer speaks of the young lady 
who was his partner on the occasion, and 
who, he says, could "just Ret right up 
and howl if she has a mind to." Inas- 
much as the lady is now a staid grand- 
mother living in a neighboring oity it 
would hardly be the proper thing to 
mention her name. 


Charley Alade a Speech. 


Deoatur was heard from at the National 


meeting of hotel men in session this week 
at New York Oity, being represented by 
Charles Laux, of the St. Nicholas. Char- 
ley is a native of Germany. He made a 
speech on Wednesday at Masonic Temple 
Hall, which was thus noted in the pro- 
ceedings by the New York Journal: 


Several of the hotel men said that bu- 


siness was very dull in the West, and 
they were taking very little cosh over the 
counter, many of the theater companies 
paying them in trunks. Mr. Charles 
Laux, who keeps a metropolitan hotel iu 
a beautiful rural city in Illinois, said the 
beet thing of the day, that the first time 
he was iu New York he stopped at Uastle 
Garden and the second time at the Hoff- 
man House.

We please 
to differ with the gentleman, especially such 
a slaughter house as his Is. If Mr. Imboden 
will keep as clean and decent a place as 
Greenwood cemeterv, there will be no more 
complaint. Mr. Imboden eayfl some of the 
statements in the article of Thursday are not 
facts. He has not proven one of them false. 
Mr. Imboden says if a man quit work In the 
cemetery, there are others who will take hi* 
place. There Is neither reason nor argument 
in the abo\ e statement. One of tbe weakest 
and silly things Mr. Imboden says Is, "a large 
majority of visitors to the cemetery nrrer 
think of or smell anything about a slaughter 
bouae." How does Mr. Imboden know his 
statement to be truev He knows no such 
thing. But, supposing the statement was 
true, what has that to do with a hundred wit 
nesses who prove that tbe stench from the 
slaughter houses has compelled them to leave 
the sacred spot where their loved ones lie. 


If Decatur has other or more disgraceful 


things, it by no means justifies bis bad smell. 
As for a premium, we will just compromise 
with the gentleman by allowing him a premi- 
um for keeping up a bigger stench and for a 
longer time, than any other business Iu tbe 
city. One objection they make to removing 
the slaughter houses is the expense. It will 
cost something. So you set up a few dollars 
(after growing rich off of your neighbors), as 
a reason for continuing tho business/ So you 
want your neighbors to keep quiet? We can 
carry on a business 'hat will produce a sick- 
ening stench, It is true, but it is money in our 
own pockets. 


How, once for ail, it Is not worth while to 


grunt; we cannot and we will not keep still 
while men run a business at once so loath- 
some, so disagreeable and offensive to vo 
many respectable oitizena. The grand Jury 
will and ought to find a bill against the city 
on account of the unbearable nuliance. 


As for being a tool, I accept tbe name. Bo 


Is Mr. Imboden a tool. The difference between 
IIB Is simply this: I am a tool working to re- 
move a terrible nuliance, while Mr. Imboden 
11 a tool to make the nuisance.

The common Italian laborers are engaged 


on nearly all public works, and form a large 
part of the muscle and sinew of railroad 
work, sewer building, etc 
There are some 


skilled workmen among the Italians too If 
any one will take the trouble to stud> up 
the different classes of this foreign citizen 
chip they will flud a portion of the very 
poor, whose natural abilities are good, but 
do obscured by ignorance that the little 
space between human and bruto is hard to 
define 
These people are mostly ragpickers, 


men and women, who ransack ash bai rets, 
and actually subsist from the garbage they 
rake over in vhe ".treet, also, the organ- 
grinders and some few fruit and peanut 
venders. They are fathers and mothers, aur- 
rounded by sad eyed little children. 


These poor people are not mentally vigor- 


ous enough to be vicious or evil. They live 
as best they can, with no hope of anything 
beyond supplying the physical meds, mostly 
food and covering, and like the animals do 
not cavil at the quality or kind. Too many 
of them are driven to this life by thcbe who 
profit by their labor and gatherings. While 
the police and humanitarians are doing all 
in their power to stop this peculiar traffic, 
it b carried on all the saae and manages to 
elud* detection most at the time. 


Attendance at school ia fair, bat the aver- 


age Italian children are poor, and are not 
properly clothed tor the public schools. The 
missions do something {or them. In Leonard 
•nettbcn b a very napactabl* and floor 


ishing Italian school It was established by 
the merchants, and has been benefited by 
the Children's Aid society 


There is a large population ot Italians in 


Harlem, numbering nearly 4,000, and an 
Italian church (Catholic) with a large pa- 
rochial residence, school and mission, on 
Pleasant avenue 
This ls destined to be a 


great Italian center , rents are low, room m 
abundance excellent sanitary location, and 
we have no other foreign class of citizens so 
much m need of the virtue that is ranked 
next to Godliness 
By nature the native 


Italian is not a sloven— but poverty and 
cramped facilities seem to drag them down 
to filthy habits or careless abandonment of 
cleanly customs, with amazing surety and 
swiftness 
The women are naturally idle, 


they have little to do except carry a baby 
or attend a husband's fruit stand • there is no 
domestic frugality amon? them. They live 
in mere clo->e*s, and have nothing to take 
cure of but the invariable baby 
As to 


po ng out to service, as the Germans and 
Irish do the idea is absurd to them, and 
knowing nothing of household cares and 
labor, they would not succeed as servants. 
The very poor Italian women have neither 
the ambition nor energv to learn to speak 
English 
The sense of affection as mothers 


is strong and protective only in the fact of 
possession 
The future of a child its good 


and progress is a thm;j they never think of. 
Note gathenng among these 
people I 


noticed a group of mothers and children sit- 
ting on dirtv unswept steps on Ro^e street, 
and one remarkable prevailing feature at- 
tracted attention viz the graceful, perfect 
forms of the pool httlo unfoi tunates as they 
rolled about m their laggeJe^t rags 
in 


the glitter and on the pavemeut Their 
little arms were mo lels of beauty and their 
hips and limbs in both sexes, perfect m the 
curves and lines of natural development 
The shoulders were pc tits, but studies for the 
srulptor taking tho grimy little hand of a 
child about 4 years old it amazed me with 
its perfection of sbaoe and its flexible taper 
ing fingers Tho child fixed her great black 
mournful e>es upon my face as if wondering 
at tho tounh of something clean and white, 
and tho soft black little finger-, clung ten- 
derly as if in expectation or wish for some- 
thing more 


Beauty of face as well as form predominates 


in the poor Italian children — their eyes are 
full of poet'cal depths, their finely cut lips ar- 
tistic to a marked 
degree, strange as it 


may casually appear, the sensualities oi 
low-bred, uncultivated 
people 
do not 


appear with this physical beauty

a protracted visit to the localities where 
this low life is seen it woa evident that there 
are not half schools enough, or enterprise 
enough, in the philanthropic classes to meet 
the case of progressive reform among the 
Italian poor of this city 
Eighteen societies 


of the native population does not even touch 
the welfare of the very poorest element. The 
chimes of Trinity and the good cheer ol 
Five Points bolls and the ringing from a 
dozen belfry towera around Center, Chat- 
ham, Pearl Rose and White streets, do not 
penetiate wii.li any other influence but that
